Only vulgar optimism could hope 
for a peaceful settlement of the 
many differences between Russia and 
the Western powers. Does this mean 
warf-not necessarily. 

Everywhere that the interests of 
Russia meet those of the United Sta¬ 
tes and Great Britain there is sharp 
conflict. There lias yet to be one ter- 
retorial issue come before thfem 
where settlement in the spirit of c> 
opeatlon lias been made. 

Whether it is Asia .Europe or 
Africa makes no difference. Russia 
is going to force Turkey to g Are her 
control In the Dardanelles, Britain 
and U. States say no. Russia wants 
to ‘help’’ the communist part es 
take over the Balkan countries, the 
West says ‘hands off. If an Ameri¬ 
can paper prints charges of Soviet 
interference Pravda replies w.th a 
blast plus counter charges. 

Tho Russians stipped Manchur a 
of her industrial machinery. Th s was 
a violation of the United Nations 
plan for Korea. OlRcal American 
protest went unheeded. Un teil Slat¬ 
es used her best public officials to 
bring peace to China but they ta led. 
Some think that the Russian, spon¬ 
sored commun/sts are at the seat of 
this chaos. Russia of course denies 
this and points to China as an ex¬ 
ample of the final fa Jure of Democ¬ 
racy. . 

Japan is one place where Russian 
infgluence lias been checkmated. 
General MacAflliur has Dimly doclin 
ed to give up the dr vers seat to 
Ruiwia or any other nation, ulthough 
ItusH a does have a seat on the four 
power advisory board. 

In Iran Britain bus had oi conces¬ 
sions for years. Russia is try.ng to 
oust Britain. Boing the Leccnd larg¬ 
est producer of oil in the world 
Russia needs the Iraniun fields to 
bolster her own ample oil reserves 
lir»tain would lose her 'eul ng cent¬ 
res on the Eastern Medeterrunean 
without the Iranian supplies unless 
she could buy from American comp¬ 
anies now operat ng in Saud, Arabia. 

Russia insists on owning a stfp of 
North Africu, a move aimed at Br t- 
ayis East-West life line. This lias 
been strongly opposed by the west¬ 
ern powers. . 

Even in Germany where the 4 way 
spirit of the country has’nt been 
successful the Russians are dtLr 
mpied to keep their zone isolated. 

A cooperative handling of Germany 
would alleviate much suffering and 
delay the disorganizatf^on which tho 
Russians hope for, a condition which 
they could blame on the western 
democrac ps. To work with Russia 
the western powers mut overlook 
the d squieting effects of nerve warj 
They will have to be strong and 
tough, use tough language and bo 
ready with a strong right arm.

"As a result it might be possible to 
open mines and other projects far¬ 
ther north than anyone has yet 
done.” 

Aside from this development, how¬ 
ever, the impact of atomic energy on 
Industrial methods would hardly be 
noticed. 

Atomic plants would be used only 
as it is today. Atomic energy "will 
never replace hydro or coal or oil as 
power sources—it will only supple¬ 
ment them.”

33-year-old woman of dread Addi¬ 
son’s disease and simultaneously 
brought health to another woman 
from whom the grafted gland was 
taken, the authoritative British Medi¬ 
cal Journal reported. 

The first patient suffered from in¬ 
adequate supply of secretion from 
the suprarenal gland and had been 
kept alive by lar/e salt dosages. 
Physicians found another woman, 21, 
suffering from an over-active su¬ 
prarenal gland. The over-active gland 
in less than an hour was grafted 
successfully/to the blood vessels of 
the other’s abdominal wall. 

Three weeks later the victim of 
Addison’s disease left the hospital 
and had only one brief bit of trouble 
during the early period of convales¬ 
cence. Now, 1% years later, she is 
apparently cured. The patient from 
which the glnnd was removed also 
made a “good recovery.” 

Addison's disease is a chronic ail¬ 
ment, usually fatal, caused by insuf¬ 
ficient secretion of adrenalin from 
the suprarenal glnnd. Its symptons 
include anemia.

FOUNDATION GIVES GRANT 
FOR RHEUMATI3M STUDY 

LONDON.—New research into the 
causes and remedies for rheumatism 
is to be undertaken at Manchester 
University with the assistance of a

Flowers For London 


Blossoms From Sellly Islands To Be 
Shipped For Winter Market 

Acreage on the Scilly Islands de¬ 
voted to vegetables during the war 
Boon will be blooming again with 
narcissi, daffodils, arum lilies, calen¬ 
dulas, and other flowers for London’s 
winter markets. 

Under most favorable prewar con¬ 
ditions, says the National Geographic | 
Society, these islands 25 miles off 
England’s southwest corner shipped 
about 85,000,000 individual blossoms 
a year. Flowers bloom • out of doors I 
the year round at a latitude 650 
miles north of New York City. 

The warm Gulf Stredm gives the j 
Islands a mild temperature ranging 
from 46 to 58 degrees, Fahrenheit. 
Starting plants outdoors in Septem¬ 
ber and October, the islanders can 
supply the London markets in Dec¬ 
ember or early January by forcing 
blooms under glass. 

Because of gales, the tenderest 
flowers have to be protected by 
masses of purple-flowering veronica 
and tall hedges. The gales may send 
a salt spray to spot and blacken 
blossoms. They also may ruin car¬ 
goes by holding loaded ships in har¬ 
bor until the ^flowers fade. 

Scillonians who now number about 
1,750, gradually turned florists some 
sixty years ago after a single hatbox 
filled with flowers was sent on a trial 
basis to the London market. Before 
that time the islanders had support¬ 
ed themselves by farming, fishing, 
and more precarious means. Only 
five of the 140 islets and granite 
reefs are inhabited.

The flowers survived fire, explo¬ 
sives and industrious leveling opera¬ 
tions of Nazi workmen, who even 
changed the course of a brook to 
erase all traces of Lidice. But the 
geraniums, left in a trampled garden 
when the woman who had tended 
them was shoved into a truck for 
the journey to Ravensbrueck con¬ 
centration camp, have thrived in the 
midst of desolation. 


Body Of Lizarrilike Animal Was 

Washed Ashore On Alaska Coast 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska.—Discovery 
of the body of a long, lizardlike ani¬ 
mal—tentatively identified as a pre¬ 
historic tyrannosaurus or gorgonos- 
aurus—has been reported by home¬ 
steaders at Anchor point on Kacha- 
mak bay in Cooks inlet. 

The find, believed to have been 
preserved in a glacier until washed 
out into the bay and then ashore, i 
had head and forefeet virtually in¬ 
tact and measured 18 feet 10 inches 
from tip to tip, according to Anch¬ 
orage residents who flew to the 
scene. 

(The tyrannosaurus, a descendant 
of the gorgonosaurus, stands 18 feet 
high and is some 38 feet long, ac¬ 
cording to the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica.

Equality wont come through the d s-

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Empire And U.S. 
To Standardize 
Weapons Of War 


LONDON. — Authoritative British 
military informants said that British 
Empire and American political and 
military chiefs have agreed in prin¬ 
ciple to standardise land, air and 
naval wenpons and munitions to fix¬ 
ed United States sizes and patterns. 

Informants said the issue of weap¬ 
on standardization first was broach¬ 
ed by Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King of Canada during the confer¬ 
ence here last April of Common¬ 
wealth prime ministers. 

Mr. King, these sources said, told 
the conference that Canada was 
convinced her territorial integrity 
and future security were inseparably 
linked with those of the United 
States and that defence strategy 
had to take into account the tech¬ 
nical, productive and scientific re¬ 
sources of the United States. 

Prime Minister Chifley of Australia 
and Walter Nash, New Zealand dep¬ 
uty prime minister, expressed similar 
views concerning their countries. 

The military informants said A. V. 
Alexander, defence minister-desig¬ 
nate, would give the standardization 
decision practical effect as soon as 
he takes office. 

Asked whether such an agreement 
implied the conclusion of a formal 
military alliance between Britain and 
the United States, an army source 
said: “No, but it does mean a delib¬ 
erate decision from the British side 
to settle any disputes that might 
arise in the future by discussion.” 

The source said Britain and the 
United States were continuing to ex¬ 
change information on military weap¬ 
ons development—more than a year 
after the end of the war—adding: “I 
don’t believe there is a single mili¬ 
tary secret between ourselves and 
the Americans.” 

In practice, it was said, the ar¬ 
rangement will mean that in any fu¬ 
ture emergency Britain would be 
able to order most of her military 
requirements from the United States 
with considerable less trouble than 
in the last war. * 

The informants suggested it would 
take a minimum of 10 years to com¬ 
plete the British conversion. 


GOOD NEWS 

Taxpayers To Get Returns From 
Compulsory Savings Plan 

OTTAWA.—Canadian income tax¬ 
payers are due to get $50,000,000 
back shortly, but it was paid so long 
ago that probably a lot of them have 
forgotten about it. 

In 1942 the government introduced 
a compulsory savings plan as part of 
the income tax set-up. The plan con¬ 
tinued until mid-1944. Altogether in¬ 
dividual income taxpayers were com¬ 
pelled to lend the government about 
$260,000,000 and $50,000,000 was for 
the 1942 assessment. 

They are scheduled to get that 
1942 assessment back by March 31, 
1948, with two percent interest. Their 
compulsory savings in the 1943 as¬ 
sessment—which amounted to about 
$115,000,000 will be repayable a year 
later and the 1944 assessment, which 
was for only half a year—$95,000,000 
—a year after that. 

The plan was introduced by the 
government to bolster the lending 
scheme, neejssary to finance the 
heavy war expenditures, and to drain 
off excess income which would have 
had an inflationary tendency during 
the war. 

The actual amount which individ¬ 
uals get will vary greatly. The com¬ 
pulsory savings plan required tax¬ 
payers to set aside varying percent¬ 
ages of their tax in savings. 

A single person with no depend¬ 
ents earning $56 a month, for in¬ 
stance, was required to save 24 cents 
a month, while a person in the smqe 
category earning $400 a month had 
to save $28.80. A married man with 
two dependents in the $100 a month 
class had to save $1.06 and if he 
earned $400 a month had to save 
$32.40. 

Actually the compulsory earnings 
did not run as high as that because 
the taxpayer was allowed to offset 
against them such normal savings 
as life insurance, payments on a su¬ 
perannuation scheme or principal 
payments on a mortgage, so the fig¬ 
ures set down on tables were sharp¬ 
ly reduced, and in many cases wiped 
out altogether. • 


QUEBEC POLITICAL LEADER 
DIES—P. J. A. Cardin, 67, a leading 
figure in Quebec politics since the 
time of Sir Wilfrid Laurier; died at 
Sorel, P.Q. following a heart attack. 
His death opens the House of Com¬ 
mons seat of Richelieu-Vercheres he 
held for 35 years. Mr. Cardin was 
three times a minister in the govern¬ 
ments of Prime Minister King and, 
after the death of Ernest Lapointe, 
the prime minister considered him 
his oldest cabinet colleague.

Premium Offered To Induce Quick 
Harvest 

LETHBRIDGE, Alta.—A premium 
of 75 cents per ton for sugar beets 
was offered farmers in this area as 
an inducement to quickly harvest the 
estimated 90,000 tons of sugar beets 
still in the ground. 

This tonnage, having an estimated 
value to growers of $1,200,000 and 
representing 25,000,000 pounds of 
sugar to the Dominion, was buried 
by up to two feet of snow in the 
storm at the end of last week that 
completely stopped harvesting. 

Sugar factory operators at nearby 
Raymond and Picture Butte, said the 
premium will be paid on all beets 
dug and delivered from now until 
conditions for digging become normal 
again. 


British Delegate 
Optimistic For 
Future Of U.N. 


NEW YORK.—“The United Na¬ 
tions’ chances of success are greater 
than those of the old League of Na-1 
tions were at any time,” says Air 1 
Secretary Philip Noel-Baker, leader 
of the British delegation to the UN 
assembly here. 

Mr. Noel-Baker was In at the birth 
of the League of Nations and follow-' 
ed it through to its failure. He was 
chief of the British delegation to j 
the Geneva-based pre-war body. 

To those who are skeptical of the 
United Nations’ future, the veteran 
British diplomat has this to say: 

“None of the big powers, such as 
Britain and France, were really be¬ 
hind the league. They didn’t think 
it would work from Jhe very begin¬ 
ning. 

“Another thing, the United States 
was not in the league, although it 
had been proposed by President Wil¬ 
son. Russia was absent, too.” 

In comparison, Mr. Noel-Baker has 
this to say in favor of the United 
Nations: 

‘Vhe first United Nations assembly 
in London, in all technical ways, not 
only started where the League of 
Nations left off, but it was better. 

| “And remember this: President 
Truman, Prime Minister Attlee, Sec¬ 
retary of State Byrnes and Foreign 
Minister Molotov speak with far 
; more authority than anyone could 
speak in the early days of the league. 

“The Russians have shown that 
they are loyal to the United Nations. 
They have declared time and again 
that they are behind the United Na¬ 
tions.” 

The British diplomat warned, how¬ 
ever, against jumping to the conclu¬ 
sion that differences and arguments 
will not arise in the United Nations.

Wheat West

OTTAWA.—On recommendation of 
the Canadian wheat board wheat 
shipments west to Vancouver will not 
be cut off for the time being, at least, 
as the grain flow east to the lakehead 
and from lower lake ports to Mon¬ 
treal is now reaching satisfactory 
proportions. The board has informed 
the transport control officials in Ot¬ 
tawa that if the present eastward 
service is maintained by the rail¬ 
ways, the wheat board will be satis¬ 
fied. 

Of, the 31 grain freighters which 
were waiting empty at Montreal 
some ten days ago, ten have been 
filled and sent on their way to Eu¬ 
rope. 

In the meantime, there has been 
a great increase in the movement of 
grain from the lake head to the low¬ 
er bay ports. The railways have 
rounded up all available cars from 
other services to keep the grain mov¬ 
ing from the prairies to the lake 
head and from the lower bay ports 
tor Montreal. 

The Canadian transport controller 
Is also speeding the movement of 
American open cars and gondolas 
back to that country in order to press 
the claims for return of Canadian 
box cars for grain haulage. 

Where a week ago, the overall pic¬ 
ture of car exchange between the 
two countries showed 11,007 more 
U.S. cars in Canada than Canadian 
cars in the U.S. this surplus has now 
been cut to 8,898, by the return of 
gondolas and open top cars. 

When the overall surplus in Can¬ 
ada is reduced to some 5,000 U.S. 
cars, the Canadian office will then 
be in better position to demand quick 
return of the surplus of Canadian 
box cars held in the U.S. lines. 

USED FORMER COMMANDO 
TACTICS TO CAPTURE EAGLE 

SMITHERS, B.C.—A former com¬ 
mando, Robert Robinson of Ocean 
Falls, B.C., captured an eight-foot 
eagle alive at Babine lake, near 
Smithers, B.C., by using tactics he 
learned during the war.

The U.S. decontrol program in par¬ 
ticular has Canadians worried be¬ 
cause Canada’s economy is inevitably 
bound to that of her southern neigh¬ 
bor. Increased prices due tt> lifting of 
O.P.A. regulations mean, in many 
cases that Canada will have to in¬ 
crease subsidies on needed imports if 
the price of such goods is to be kept 
at basic levels. 

Main commodities falling under 
this category are cotton, coal anfi 
manufactured articles of various 
kinds. 

WILL BE REMOVED 

Subhidy On Wheat To Be Lifted At 
Kartlent PwwIWc Date 

CALGARY. — Federal Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner said the 30-cent a 
bushel subsidy on wheat paid b> 
farmers to Canadian flour mills wijl 
be removed “at the earliest possible 
date.” 

In a telephone interview’ W’ith the 
Calgary Albertan Mr. Gardiner, now 
at Ottawa, confirmed a statement 
made by the Alberta Farmers’ union 
that the subsidy will be removed 
shortly. He said "no specific date was 
indicated.” 

The Canadian wheat board, which 
handles all wheat grown in Canada, 
sells it to Britain for $1.55 a bushel 
and to Canadian flour millers for 
$1.25 a bushel. 

Farm organizations have contend¬ 
ed if a subsidy is to be paid to pro¬ 
vide Canadians with cheap bread all 
classes and taxpayers should contri¬ 
bute equally. 

About 50,000,000 bushels of wheat 
is consumed by Canadians annually. 
Removal of the 30-cent subsidy paid 
by the producers w’ould mean an ex¬ 
tra $15,000,000 annually to western 
Canadian wheat farmers. 

NO DECISION YET 


Prices Board Not Sure Whether 
Butter Ration Will Be Cut 

OTTAWA.—Prices board officials 
are giving increasing attention to the 
question of a plan for Canada’s but¬ 
ter ration this winter, but have so 
far come to no conclusion, and the 
prospects are there will be no change 
in the present six-ounce ration at 
least during November. 

One prices board official said that 
it w’as “touch-and-go” whether the 
Dominion would have to cut back on 
the ration. He said it was expected 
a decision would not be made for a 
fortnight. 

One question being closely studied 
by officials, but on which no definite 
figures are yet available, is the 
amount milk consumption by the 
general public has been cut by the 
removal of subsidies on whole milk. 
Removal of producer and consumer 
subsidies in June and September has 
resulted in a flve-cent increase to 
consumers in most provinces, but so 
far as has been learned up to date, 
this has not greatly decreased con¬ 
sumption.
